It asks {00 
“whether shipping companics 
are suficiently Interested in’ the 
Introduction of nuclear power to 
merchant vessels and whether 
the opportunity ts being missed 
in the devclopment of passenger 
trafic in the north Atlantic.”

P.E.P. concludes its report 
with these words “the future ‘of 
the British shipping industry 
depends on how far it Is able 
and willing to make the  cffort 
needed to solve existing pro- 
blems and face up to the 
challenge of new conditions.” 

They might have added-—and 
to what extent the British 
Government is prepared to 
secure this vital Hfe Mne. 

Perhaps the publication of 
the P.E.P. report will ingoire 
the ralsing of that question 
afresh in the proper quarters 
and at the same time an ine 
sistence on a constructive and 
timely answer.
